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Portsmouth, Aug. 20—The Orion, 
‘Great. Britain's newest and greatest 
battleship was launched here in the 
presence of King Alfonso and Queen 
Victoria of Spain, and a distinguished 
eathering of naval officers and repre- 
sentatives of public life. 

Compared with the armored vrtiser 
‘fon, of 26,350 tons just launched, the 
Orion will displace only 22,500 tons, 
but her 13.8 inch puns and her new 
deadly equipment of torpedoes ren- 
ders her by far the most powerful 
battleship afloat. The new torpedo 
to be carried by the Orion weighs 
nearly a ton and its range will exceed 


of forty knots. The torpedo carries a 
charge of gun cotton weighing 250 
pounds. The Orion will have a speed 
vol 21 knots and will carry four thou- 
sand tons of fuel, giving her an un- 
usually wide radius of action.

An unknown Chinaman committed 
suicide at about 7.30 this morning by 
drowning himself in the Saskatchewan 
river at a point on the Edmonton 
side, about 300 yards cast of the 
bridge.

The Chinaman drowned him- 
self by walking out until he got be-

By gesture, the Chinaman 
led us to believe that the motor 
launch was his and that he wanted my 
canoe removed. I loosed the line of 
the canoe and brought it to the shore. 
The Chinaman thereupon picked up 
the bundle of bedding and walked. to- 
wards the canoe, and was in the act 
of throwing it in when he saw that it 
was loaded with something else.

THE UNFINISHED AND UNEX- 
PLAINED PICTURE 

The Shadow of the Cross was paint- 
ed by a young artist who studied and 
painted in the art centres ef the old 
world for many years, devoting his 
talents mainly to the genre subjects. 

In September, 1869, he returned to 
Amercia, his native land, and estab- 
lished his studio in a New, Engtand 
city, where for some time he painted 
principally portraits and landscapes. 

Acting under the influence ol: some 
friends, he turned his. attention to 
religious subjects, and, among others, 
commenced painting a full length fig- 
ure of Christ, his object being to pro- 
duce an ideal portrait of the Christ- 
man. 

All in vain, however, until one day 
the artist was suddenly impressed with 
the realization that he had at last con- 
ceived the idea sought after Immedi- 
ately rising, he painted the counten- 
ance of Christ, which is seen in the 
painting. 

Not long afterwards, the artist hav- 
ing to go to his studio at night was 
astonished to discover on entering, 
that his picture could be distinctly 
seen in the dark and that Christ ap- 
peared to be walking in pale moon- 


light, while above and behind could | 7 


be distinctly seen. 

His first impression was that the 
moon was shining through an open 
window upon-the picture, and that the 
cross was a shadow. He soon dis- 
covered that a strange phenomenon 
had taken place. As he had not 
thonght of a cross in conection with 
the picture, and had used only well- 
known pigments, he soon realized that 
the strange quality of the picture was 
beyond his power to explain, He was 
so profoundly impressed that he re- 
fused to finish it and the picture re- 
mains unfinished to this day,
